Today's  world  isn't  a  whole  lot 
different  than  it  was  in  1950,  prob¬ 
lems  have  only  been  enlarged,  at 
least  it  seems  so.  A  quick  look  at 
the  final  1950  edition  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  newspaper,  the  Owl ,  which  was 
published  June  7  shows  several  in¬ 
teresting  news  items  and  feature 
articles  that  are  not  in  the  Odaro- 
loc. 

The  headlines  state  that  160  se¬ 
niors  were  to  graduate.  The  main 
speaker  was  The  Reverend  Paul 
Roberts  of  St.  John's  Episcopal 
Cathedral  in  Denver.  The  ceremonies 
were  presided  over  by  the  school 
principal,  Owen  L.  Robinson.  Victor 
J.  Emmett,  father  of  one  of  the 
graduating  seniors  and  a  school 
board  member,  presented  the  diplo¬ 
mas  . 

The  paper  also  announced  Class 
Day  activities  which  included  the 
class  will,  the  class  prophecy,  and 
the  class  oration.  The  Owl  carried 
the  full  texts  of  the  will,  prophecy, 
and  oration. 

Both  the  prophecy  and  the  will  are 
significant  for  their  high-school 
approach  to  humor.  In  the  will,  for 
instance,  Barbara  Butler  leaves  "her 
ability  to  destroy  one's  appetite  in 
the  lunch  room  to  Jean  Smoot."  And 
Bill  Forrest  and  Dorothy  Dalton 
"leave  their  physiques  to  Minnie  and 


Jake."  And  Bob  Huffman  "leaves  in 
a  Huff." 

The  prophecy,  too,  is  character¬ 
ized  by  the  flipancy  and  crudeness 
we  all  thought  was  so  funny  then. 

But  some  of  the  prophecies,  by  pure 
chance,  have  come  true  or  nearly  so. 

For  instance,  it  said  Roger  Perry 
is  a  "renowned  screen  producer  and 

actor _ "  Roger  is  a  television 

and  screen  actor.  Darrell  Bran- 
s tetter,  it  said,  "is  a  lion  tamer." 
Though  he  is  a  sky  diver  and  hunter 
today,  Darrell  really  plans  on  be¬ 
ing  a  lion  tamer--he  is  entering 
politics  in  Virginia,  where  he  now 
lives.  Bob  Fenner,  the  prophecy 
said,  would  be  teaching  abnormal 
psychology  at  BHS.  In  reality,  Bob 
teaches  psychology  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Washington. 

Two  prophecies  are  symbolic  of  the 
whole  class.  One,  which  is  probably 
appropriate  to  the  1970  reunion  of 
the  Class  of  1950  said  Landis  Par¬ 
sons,  "a  famous  geologist,  found 
the  skeleton  of  Boulder  High  School 
while  digging  in  the  streets  of 
Boulder."  Another  prophesied  to¬ 
day's  mini -dresses  and  look- through 
blouses  when  it  said  Sarah  Morris 
"is  modeling  new  fashions  called 
the  ' Bare  Look. ' " 

The  Class  Oration  by  Harry  Waldrop 
was  serious  and  well  thought  out. 


and  parts  of  it  are  worth  citing 
here. 

Harry  reminisced  about  the  years 
in  school  and  predicted  how  much  fun 
it  would  be  to  look  through  the  year¬ 
book  ten  years  from  then  (he  didn't 
say  anything  about  20  years  later). 

Then  he  made  a  point  that  might  be 
well  worth  reflecting  on  today  when 
he  said: 

"Looking  back  is  fun,  but  there  are 
other,  more  important  things  we  should 
do  today.  It's  important  to  find  some 
sort  of  summation  for  our  achievements. 
..."  He  then  spoke  of  the  purposes  of 
school  and  spoke  of  how  well  BHS  was 
equipped  to  serve  both  knowledge  and 
training  and  also  "to  help  integrate 
the  individual  into  society." 

Harry  said  the  fashion  of  telling 
graduation  classes  that  the  "world" 
was  their  oyster  and  to  go  out  and 
get  it"  was  old  fashioned,  and  many 
things  had  happened  to  the  world  to 
change  it. 

In  summation,  he  spoke  words  that 
have  even  heightened  meaning  today. 

"This  is  a  period  of  great  techno¬ 
logical  advancement....  The  way  is 
long  and  hard  for  us  if  we  would  suc¬ 
ceed.  This  is  an  age  of  specializa¬ 
tion  and  usually  the  best  trained  man 
is  the  most  successful.  It's  fine  to 
have  dreams  and  ideals,  but  remember 
that  it  is  hard  work  that  makes  those 


dreams  come  true. 

"This  is  a  time  of  crisis;  in 
spite  of  the  great  advancement  we 
have  made  in  the  sciences,  we  still 
have  a  long  way  to  go  to  catch  up 
both  morally  and  politically.  The 
world  is  what  we  make  it;  let's  try 
to  be  the  generation  that  can  say: 
'We  did  it  all  ourselves,  we've 
left  a  somewhat  better  and  happier 
world  for  our  children.'" 

Was  our  generation  listening  while 
today's  generation,  somehow,  was?
